What was I to 
do now f Wbon I began thia searching 
and seeking I had a little money saved up, 
hnt I remember vary well that I had given 
my last sixpence away the day before to a 
poor girl who waa dying of oaraomptioc 
There was no indication m to what way I 
should take, but I bad satisfied my oon- 
scienee, and, within a few days, I received 
an invitation from one of those big frag- 
ments that had been broken off tha great 
Wesleysn body to become their minister, 
and before fourteen days had paBsed I was 
the superintendent preacher of a circuit — 
as Methodists call their conglomeration of 
places — embracing seventeen chapels, 
tWDuLj-Bovnu iooal preachers, and a society 
of between sis and seven handled mem- 
bers, and was as happy as any man could 
be outside of heaven. 

That waa at Spalding, in Lincolnshire. 
I went down there and slaved eighteen 
months, and those were the happiest days 
of my life, if happiness goes by content- 
ment, I wan very mnoh blessed, and the 
means of 

Saving a Number of goals. 
The people-were very fond of me, and yon 
cannot help loving those who love yon. It 
was all plfwcned with Ilia heads 01 the son- 
earn tlxa&Ieuouldliva there, marry thorn, 
have a family there, die there, be buried in 
their cemetery, and rise with them on tha 
morning ol the BesunecUon. 

Bat tbo government wae a .very onset- 
tied affair. Now, mark you, aUhcagh I da 
not get credit for this. I had a very great 
idea of having work that was permanent 
and-reprod active. It was no comfort to 
mo that I had merely preached bo many 
sermons or given so many tracts away. If 
I laid eggs I wanted them to be eggs that 
chickens would come out of and grow up, 
mid lay eggs in their torn; therefore, I 
wanted eomotbing more eo tiled. 

I heard of what is called the Methodist 
New Connection. Coming to London, I 
saw one of lbs principal men in it, and he 
told mo — the earns story again — that he 
liked me, and said they would taka me in. 
Accordingly I was received ia a tcost gen- 
erons manner, and given privileges beyond 
what I could hava espected. Ba I came' 
to London, and settled down to study in 
older that I might be better able to bring 
out ofmy treasury, aa you pat it, things 
now and old. Bui before. su weeks had 
passed away, I waa op to my neck, ua B re- 
vival in thA S&£& of LouJaii.
